traffic casualties were running 
abe id of estimates today in the 
third day of the four-day week­ 
end. Water accidents—drownings 
and boating mishaps — took a 
heavy toll. 
The t.affic death toll since the 
start of the count at 6 p.m. Fri­ 
day was approximately 25 per 
cent higher than estimates made 
by the National Safety Council. 
The council had estimated that 
430 persons might be killed in 
highway accidents during the 102- 
hour period which ends at mid­ 
night Tuesday. 
M A Y PASS 550 
If the death rate during the first 
half of the period continues, a 
council official said, the final toll 
could pass 550, topping the rec 
Ord toll of 491 during the four 
day Fourth of July holiday in 
1950. 
“This 
holiday weekend is a 
period of extra danger,” said 
George C. Stewart, council exec 
utive vice president, “ Extra care 
must be exerted to meet this ex­ 
tra danger. We ask all drivers to 
take it easy, to obey the laws and 
to use common sense and good 
judgment in their driving.” 
W th fairly pleasant weather in 
most of the country Sunday, mil­ 
lions of motorists jammed high­ 
ways enroute to outings and va­ 
cation spots. In one of the worst 
crasnes, four members of a Knox 
City, 
Mo., 
family 
were killed 
when a station wagon in which 
they and 6ix other persons were 
riding crashed into a bridge rail­ 
ing near Macon, Mo. 
442 LAST Y E A R 
In last year's three-day observ­ 
ance of the Fourth of July, 442 
persons were killed in traffic ac­ 
cidents. Other violent deaths in­ 
cluded 34 in boating accidents, 126 
drownings that did not involve 
boats, and 110 in miscellaneous 
type accidents, an over-all toll of 
712. 
In this 
year’s four-day 
Me­ 
morial Day period, the traffic 
death toll hit 462. a record for that 
holiday. 
For comparative purposes. The 
Associated Press made a survey 
of accidental deaths for a non­ 
holiday weekend of the same time 
span as the current holiday week­ 
end, from 6 p.m. Friday, June 16. 
to midnight Tuesday. June 20. The 
death count was 362 traffic, 33 
boating, 80 drownings not involv 
mg boats and 99 in miscellaneous 
mishaps for a total of 574.

Coroner Ray McGoldrick said 
it was “a self-inflicted wound” 
that could have been accidental 
or otherwise. He said no inquest 
is planned unless something new 
develops.
